tendance by full-tim e students 
has not come up to expecta­ 
tions, Mt. San Antonio College 
m ay lose about $245,000 this 
y ear in anticipated state aid 
incom e.

E. 
Pearce,

president in charge of busi­ 
ness services at the college, 
reports that average daily a t­ 
tendance is 379 few er than the 
10,697 projected for the y ear 
last sum m er. 


He said the college receives 
state aid 
for students 
who 
take at least 15 hours of work 
a t the college per year, not 
including 
sum m er 
sessions. 
The college has a total oper­ 
ating budget of $10 million for 
the current fiscal year. 


The school official said the 
situation is bad but not criti­ 
cal, since the deficit in the 
anticipated incom e can be ta ­ 
ken out of the college’s re­ 
serve 
account, 
which 
now 
stands at $589,938. 


“ N evertheless,” he 
added, 
“ this 
is a 
trend we 
don’t 
like.” 


P earce said som e of the an ­ 
ticipated deficit probably will 
be m ade up by new incom e 
the college expects this year, 
particularly from its partici­ 
pation 
in 
the 
county’s 
TV 
classroom program . 


Even with the reduction in 
attendance figures, 
the col­ 
lege is showing a healthy gain 
in its student population. Last 
y e a r’s average daily attend­ 
ance w as 9,715.

President Fatigued From Talks 
Nixon, Chou in Friendship Toasts

Nixon, 
noticeably fatigued 
and som ber, said in a ban­ 
quet toast a few hours after 
the latest m eeting with Chou 
th at 
he 
hoped 
“ peace 
and 
harm ony can be the destiny 
of our two peoples.” 


Nixon expressed hope dur­ 
ing his rem arks, a t the ban­ 
quet he hosted in the G reat 
Hail of the People, for “ a 
new world order in which na­ 
tions of people with different 
system s and different values 
can live together in peace ... 
letting history ra th er than the 
battlefield 
be 
the judge 
of 
their different id eas.” 


The 
President 
told 
Chou 
and the other 500 guests: “ We 
began our talks recognizing 
that 
we 
have 
g reat 
differ­ 
ences. But we a re determ ined 
that those differences not p re­ 
vent us from living together 
in peace.” 


In response, Chou 
agreed 
with Nixon there are wide dif­ 
ferences between the two sys­ 
tem s of governm ent but de­ 
clared:

ences in spending within a 
state. A w ealthy district in In­ 
diana,

instance,

vides only $580. 
Interstate Issue 
“ At this tim e the adm in­ 
istration is dealing only with 
the 
instate 
equity 
issue,” 
M arland said. “ The interstate 
issue will, I believe, be con­ 
fronted eventually.” 
In his state of the Union 
m essage President Nixon said 
he will propose this y ear rec­ 
om m endations 
for 
relieving 
the burden of property tax, 
the prim ary m ethods of fi­ 
nancing the public schools.

E scorted

ying, C hina’s leading m ilitary 
figure, Nixon 
and 
his 
wife 
spent 90 m inutes touring the 
Im perial P alace’s living qu ar­ 
ters and three throne room s. 
The palace, in the h eart of 
Peking, now is a m useum . 
T h e 
Nixons, 
bareheaded 
and 
sm iling 
despite 
heavy 


snow and tem p eratu res in the 
2 0 s , w a l k e d and 
drove 
through about 40 of the 250 
acres in the palace grounds. 
Several hundred Chinese tour­ 
ists — fam ilies 
with 
sm all 
children, teen-age girls and 
off-duty soldiers — looked on 
quietly curious. 


Nixon broke into a broad 
sm ile when he saw the m ain 
throne in the Hall of Suprem e 
H arm ony, 
elaborately 
fash­ 
ioned atop a six-foot dais and 
backed by an elaborately c a r­ 
ved screen. 
In the third throne room, 
only 
a 
few 
yards 
aw ay, 


Mrs. 
Nixon 
showed 
special 
interest in a collection of art 
works and im perial treasu res 
dating thousands of years into 
C hina’s history. 


“ She took a m ore fem ale 
interest 
in 
w hat 
would 
be 
lovely in the hom e,” said UPI 
reporter Helen Thom as, who 
accom panied the presidential 
party. “ Nixon seem ed m ore 
interested in 
the em p ero r’s 
court, w here he received am ­ 
bassadors and th at 
sort of 
thing.” 
The palace has stood in its 
present 
general 
form 
since 
1407, when it was constructed 


by the third Ming em peror, 
Yong Le. 


Surrounding the palace itself 
w as a walled area, into which 
the Chinese people w ere for­ 
bidden 
to 
go, 
called 
the 
Purple Forbidden City. The 
color purple w as associated 
with the North Star, and was 
used to show that the im pe­ 
rial residence w as the center 
of the cosmos. 
Buildings inside the Forbid- 
d e n 
City 
w ere 
gradually 
opened to the public after the 
M anchu D ynasty fell in 1911, 
and now can be seen for an 
adm ission charge of less than 


5 cents. But the im perial liv­ 
ing 
qu arters 
continued 
to 
house royalty until 1924 when 
the final em peror, Aisin-Gioro 
Pu Yi, left China, 


Nixon entered the Forbid­ 
den City through the m assive 
red brick G ate of Heavenly 
Peace, one of the few rem ain­ 
ing p arts of the old city wall. 
Four inches of snow blan­ 
keted the w hite m arble te r­ 
races 
and 
steps, 
the 
gray 
brick 
courtyards 
and 
the 
pagoda-style, gold-painted tile 
roofs of the palace. 
Nixon wore a gray top« oat 
and his wife a beige mink.

PEKING (UPI) - President 
Nixon and Premier Chou En- 
lai agreed Friday night that 
five days of talks had empha­ 
sized and clarified U.S.-China 
differences but they disclosed 
no 
significant 
progress 
in 
moving to narrow the gap. 


This was not entirely sur­ 
prising, 
since 
both 
leaders 
had made it clear at the be­ 
ginning of Nixon’s visit that 
the process of normalizing re­ 
lations 
between 
Washington 
and Peking was going to be 
long and difficult. 


However, 
the 
somewhat 
perfunctory speeches tonight 
at 
a 
dinner 
by 
Nixon 
for 
Chou, other Chinese leaders 
and Americans in the presi­ 
dential party failed to live up 
to advance billing by some 
White House officials. They 
had indicated earlier that the 
occasion might be used to dis­ 
close som e sm all but signifi­ 
cant clues to how the talks 
had progressed. 


The Chinese and American 
leaders plan ultimately to is­ 
sue a communique of som e 
sort, presumably after Nixon 
m akes a southward swing this 
weekend to visit 
Hangchow 
and Shanghai. By that time, 
diplomats on the two sides 
m ay have found som e for­ 
mula for stating their com ­ 
mon objectives in a manner 
not contrary to the basic prin­ 
ciples of either side. 


The Taiwan issue remains 
the major barrier of the past 
toward achieving such declar­ 
ations of intent. 


The Chinese are said to be 
seeking to have both sides en­ 
dorse a statement on estab­ 
lishing normal relations on a 
basis 
of 
“ peaceful 
coexis­ 
t e n c e ’ ’ derived from the 
Asian-African 
“ five 
princi­ 
ples” 
adopted 
at 
the 
1955 
Bandung conference. 


Those 
principles 
call 
for 
“ 
m u t u a l r e s p e c t for 
sovereignty and territorial in­ 
tegrity, 
mutual 
nonaggres­ 
sion, noninterference in each 
other’s internal affairs, equal­ 
ity and mutual benefits, and 
peaceful coexistence.” 
Nixon apparently is unwill- 


ing as yet to subscribe to the 
“ five principles” as a basis 
for working on Chinese-Amer- 
ican differences. 
His advisers reportedly feel 
that since the United States 
has acknowledged Taiwan is 
essentially a part of China, 
the American defense com­ 
mitment to Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Nationalist 
Chinese 
govern­ 
ment

would 
have to be abrogated as a 
form of interference in the 


country’s internal affairs. Ni­ 
xon is not prepared at this 
point to abandon that commit­ 


ment. 
Despite the difficulties of 
working out a formula for

objectives, 
both sides appeared confident 
that a way could be found. 
The impetus toward “nor­ 
malization” generated by the 
President’s 
unprecedented 
visit to China was bound to 
force both 
Washington 
and 


Peking to find the pathway to 
cooperation, as difficult as it 
might be to detect at tim es. 
The two countries already 
have reached general agree­ 
ment on cultural exchanges, 
efforts to increase trade and 
the

of

tinuous diplomatic 
contacts. 
The announcement of the de­ 
tails of these arrangements 
could be m ade soon, even in 
absence of a general, overall 
policy declaration. 


Traveler Tells of Military 
Buildup by China at Coast 


HONG KONG (U PI) — A traveler just returned from the 
southeast China province of Fukien said today he had heard 
rumors of a military buildup along the coast opposite Taiwan, 
Chan Yau-sen, a Hong Kong resident, said he visited his 
hometown of Changchow in Fukien province and found people 
there “did not discuss President Nixon's trip to Peking openly.” 
“ I left Changchow Tuesday but I didn’t see anything uncom­ 
mon there,” Chan said. “ Except I heard rumors about milita­ 
ry buildup along the coast opposite to Taiwan. 
“ I found there were very busy military movements there. 
Some of the normal traffic was interrupted by the army 
trucks,” he said. 
"I asked the people there, but they said they did not know 
whether this had any connection with Nixon’s trip or it was 
the Chinese preparation for the liberation of laiw an,” Chan

Solon Asks Lockup in Capital Crimes, 
Sees People Taking Law in Own Hands 


Burned Tot Shown 
At Safety Hearing

Spawned by the state Su­ 
preme Court’s abolition of the 
death penalty, legislation was 
i n t r o d u c e d in the Senate 
Thursday aimed at denying 
bail to such defendants as 
Angela Davis and Juan Co­ 
rona. 
“ I don’t think she is safe at 
all to have on the streets,” 
said the author, Sen. H. L. 
Richardson, R-Arcadia. 
Richardson also introduced 
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a package of bills mandating 
life in prison without possi­ 
bility of parole for felons con­ 
victed 
of 
crimes 
formerly 
punishable by death. 
At a news conference where 
he displayed an assortment of 
prison-made daggers, knives 
and a big hatchet, Richardson 
•warned that unless the legis­ 
lature acts to approve bills 
such as his there is a “ poten­ 
tial” for citizens to “ take the 
law into their own hands” to 
protect themselves. 
“ Right now in California 
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there are communities that 
are getting together where 
men are going out in the 
evening to patrol the streets 
of their community because 
they are very concerned over 
their property and over the 
lives and limbs of their famil­ 
ies,” he said. 
In response to questions, he 
identified such areas as “ resi­ 
dential 
communities 
above 
Berkeley” and in “ Los Ang­ 
eles County.” 
Richardson said if his legis­ 
lation was now in effect, Miss 


Davis probably wouldn’t have 
been released on bail during 
her trial on pharges of mur­ 
der, kidnap and conspiracy. 
Attorney 
General 
Evelle 
Younger, meantime, said he 
believed the freeing on bail of 
an accused murderer “ is hav­ 
ing a traumatic effect” on 
society but expressed doubt 
Miss Davis would attempt to 
flee. 
He said if Miss Davis “ took 
off,” she would lose “ expo­ 
sure,” 
“ an audience,” and 
“ money-raising” activities de­ 


veloped to support her de­ 
fense. 
“ I would guess she’s not 
g o i n g anyplace,” Younger 
told a news conferemce. 
But Richardson told a sepa­ 
rate news conference, “ She is 
one of the chief fundraisers 
for the Communist party in 
the United States and they 
are going to use her like 
nobody’s business at every 
opportunity to raise funds.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— Charles Ward is suing a clothing 
store and a salesm an for $5,000 on grounds that “overkill” 
salesmanship caused his wife of 11 years to throw him out of 
his home. 
Ward, a 31-year-old San Francisco International Airport em­

He said he was alone at the time, but on Feb. 1 a post card 
signed by the salesm an came by mail to his El Cerrito, Calif., 
home. It read: 
“Dear Mr. Ward—I enjoyed assisting you and Mrs. Ward 
when you were in the store recently. Have a good day and 
come in again soon.” 
Ward claimed that despite protests that he was alone when 
he bought the clothes his wife becam e angered. The suit 
quoted her as shouting, “ It’s bad enough that you should be 
running around with another woman, but a thousand times 
wo' se that you should be buying her clothes ...” 
Ward, the father cf two, claimed the incident ended when his 
wife expressed herself “by hurling various household utensils 
so that 1 was required to take refuge and flight onto the street, 
followed by much of my personal belongings as were within 
her immediate .reach.” 
Ward, in his dam age action, said so far there has been no 
reconciliation and blamed “ negligent ‘overkill’ in salesmanship 
and customer relations.”

yield about $18 billion a year 
by placing a levy on goods at 
each stage of production and 
distribution. But all admin­ 
istration spokesmen for the 
tax have gone out of their 
way to say a decision to 
request its enactment has not 
been made. 
Marland’s latest insight on 
administration 
tax 
reform 
thinking was first disclosed to 
the American Association of 
School Administrators in At­ 
lantic City, N.J., on Feb. 15. 
He amplified in an interview 
with UPI. 
Marland said some of the 
school 
spending 
differences 
among states is caused by 
geographical 
variations 
in 
school and living costs and 
some by different levels of 
educational services. 
“ But a considerable portion 
is due to simple difference in 
wealth,” he added. 
In trying to reduce the dif­ 
ferences 
Marland 
said 
he 
would favor increasing the 
federal share of public school 
costs from the present 8 per 
cent to between 30 and 40 per 
cent. 
“ And as always, new money 
from the federal government 
will quickly suggest to the 
minds of some a new threat of 
control from Washington.” he 
said. “ It is my firm belief 
that such a threat can be con­ 
tained and neutralized.” 
During the last school year, 
the states paid 39 per cent of 
elementary 
and 
secondary 
school costs and local govern­ 
ment 53 per cent, most of it 
from the property taxes that 
Nixon has termed “ oppressive 
and discriminatory.” 
Marland said recent court 
decisions in California, Texas, 
New Jersey and Minnesota 
dictate the need to reduce in­ 
trastate disparities such as 
thf'se: A wealthy school dis­ 
trict in Indiana makes $2,100 
available for each child in av­ 
erage daily attendance, while 
the 
poorest 
provides 
only 
$580; Virginia’s range is $1.- 
150 to $500; Louisiana’s, $1,100 
to $450, and Michigan’s $1,300 
to $650. 
“ While the administration is 
not ready to propose an ex­ 
amination of the interstate 
disparities, we in the Office of 
Education have gathered data 
on this in anticipation that the 
other shoe will drop, ” Mar­ 
land said.

DEAR DR. BROTHERS: It 
seems my wife and 1 can t 
make love any more without 
celebrating with a good rous­ 
ing fight shortly after. It has 
nothing to do with the love- 
making and is usually totally 
unrelated. I just can’t under­ 
stand why theer always has to 
be some ridiculous argument 
to throw cold water on all our 
previous pleasure.— P. T. 
Dear P. T.: This habit of 
fighting after sex is not as 
unusual as you may think. The 
most frequent reason for such 
quarrels is so each partner 
can reset the boundaries of 
intimacy. 
lit 
other words, 
they want to estabish the psy­ 
chological 
distance between 
each other that makes them 
most 
comfortable. 
Uncon- 
ciously, they set up the fight 
to find out just how close an 
intimate can come without 
making the partner feel taken 
over or engulfed, and how far 
he can move away without 
making the partner feel re­ 
jected. This is an old game 
and most of it is done without 
either partner’s ever being 
aware of what is actually hap­ 
pening. 
Therp are ways to reduce 
the intimacy without breaking 
up a marriage. For example, 


one way is to take a vacation 
with another couple, or if not 
a vacation, try to go out with 
ings. Sometimes, the problem 
of being suffocated by too 
much intimacy can be over­ 
come by simply allowing par­ 
tners to withdraw for several 
hours each evening into some 
special, but separate indivi­ 
dual interest, such as a book 
or a hobby. 


It’s important for partners 
to be aware of why they 
fight, so that once they deter­ 
mine just how close or far 
apart they want to be, they 
don't have to refight or re- 
stage the same battle. Each 
partner has a different tole­ 
rance for closeness and the 
partner who requires more 
distance in order to be com­ 
fortable is the one who is 
most likely to start fights to 
gain distance. 


Some people feel that ev­ 
ery time they have sex and 
share love, they lose a part of 
themselves. 
This 
frightens 
them and they fight in order 
to prove to themselves that 
they have not lost their ident­ 
ity. Once an individual be­ 
comes aware of what he’s 
doing, or trying to do, he can 
usually find a better way to 


reassure himself of his whole­ 
ness. He gains more insight 
into himself and the person 
he loves and realizes that lov­ 
ing is not necessarily losing. 
Loving can add to one’s ident­ 
ity rather than subtract. 
This is partly a question of 
learning how to love. Once one 
has learned how to love and 
respect himself, he is not apt 
to feel so threatened when he 
shares himself with someone 
else. The more secure an in­ 
dividual is, the less apt he is 
to feel the need to constantly 
prove his identity and the less 
easy it is for him to be threa­ 
tened by closeness and in­ 
timacy. 
I think awareness of your 
problem will help you both to 
overcome it. Quarrels are not 
necessarily bad, for conflict is 
an inescapable part of every 
happy marriage just as it is a 
part of nature. If there is 
enough love it will not be 
damaged 
by 
disagreement. 
Most marriages gain from 
honest conflict where each 
partner knows why he’s fight­ 
ing. The point is not to end 
all quarrels, but to make 
them pay off in increased mu­ 
t u a l understanding, rather 
than pain.

New System Speeds Up 
Action on VA Complaints 


Last June, after receiving a notice from the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration that my on the job training verification card 
hadn’t been received by the Los Angeles office, 1 visited the 
VA office in Ontario. 


I was given another card, had it filled out and sent it to the 
Los Angeles office with a note saying that I had submitted the 
original card a month earlier. A month later, in July, I received 
a notice that the Los Angeles office still hadn’t received my 
verification card, so it was canceling my O.J.T. training bene­ 
fits. If I warned them reinstated, the notice said, I would have 
to file a claim with the office. 


I Immediately went to the Ontario office and was directed to 
the man in charge. I showed him papers I received from the 
Los Angeles office and he had me fill out a paper stating what 
had taken place. At this time 1 was told that it would take 
approximately six weeks to receive word on the status of my 
money. 


At the time I had also registered at Chaffey College taking 
six units in the same field as my O.J.T. training, and I was 
told that I would be able to collect benefits for the college 
courses as soon as my O.J.T. training was completed, ^vhich 
would have been, at that time, Sept. 31, 1971. So at the time I 
filed the necessary forms for this changeover. But in October I 
received a notice saying all O.J.T. training benefits had been 
canceled and I would not receive any hack checks. 


I went back to the Ontario office and talked to the same 
man as before and showed him this letter. We filled out ano­ 
ther claim, expiaining the whole problem again. 


Another six weeks went by. Then in November the Ontario 
office received a letter from the Los Angeles office saying the 
entire matter had been straightened out, and it had authorized 
payment. I waited another six weeks and in January, 1972, I 
called the Ontario office saying that I hadn’t received any 
payment. At this time I was told that the letter they had 
received was from another part of the Veterans Admin­ 
istration which handles all claims, and all the letter had 
meant was that payment was authorized. 
1 asked if there was any possible way that I could personally 
go to the main office and get this cleared up, but 1 was told it 
would do no good. 
1 now have nowhere to go to get satisfaction, tan you help? 
The VA owes me $380 for O.J.T. benefits and $363 for college. 
— D.R.M., Pomona. 


Action Line readers have not been subjected to lengthy Vet­ 
erans Administration problems lately because we were work­ 
ing on a new system to clear up these cases in 24 hours. We 
have succeeded, but onlv because of the cooperation by Con­ 
gressm an John H. Rousselot and his staff. 
We learned that mem bers of House and the Senate, aroused 
by an incredible amount of daily mail with VA complaints, 
had met with VA officials at the highest levels. A system had 
been worked out where “ hot-lines” had been installed in the 
California offices of the elected officials, and all the staff 
m em ber had to do was pick up the phone, cite the case and 
problem, and wait a few hours for an answer. 
Even with this hot line some officials and staffs apparently 
were still slow in acting, but not Congressman Rousselot. The 
last three VA problems we sent to him were satisfied in less 
than two days. Your check was received in a m atter of days. 


Veterans with VA problems should take advantage of the 
opportunity and notify their elected representatives if they are 
having a problem. Of course you can also write to Action Line. 


As a public service, can you review what the public should 
do in the event of an earthquake? I hope I don’t seem to be an 
alarmist, because I just feel people should be aware of how 
to act in an emergency situation. — J.N., Chino 


Above all, stay calm, says the National Oceanic and Atmos­ 
pheric Administration. Your chances of survival are good if 
you know how to act. 
During the shaking, it instructs: 
—If indoors, stay indoors. Hide under sturdy furniture. Stay 
near the center of the building. Stay away from glass. 
—Don’t use candles, matches or other open flames. 
—Don’t run through or near buildings where there is danger 
of falling debris. 
—If outside, stay in the open away from buildings and utility 
wires. 
—If in a moving car, stop but stay inside. 
After the shaking: 
—Check utilities, If water pipes are damaged or electrical 
wires are shorting, turn them off at prim ary control point. If 
gas leakage is detected, shut off at main valve, open windows, 
leave house, report to authorities and stay away until utility 
officials say it is safe. 
—Turn on radio or television for emergency bulletins. 
—Stay out of dam aged buildings; aftershocks can shake 
them down.

pect to pay about $86.25 a 
year more to be in the Wal­ 
nut Valley Unified School Dis­ 
trict than to stay with Po­ 
mona schools if a current re- 
districting drive is successful. 
That is the estim ate of the 
education com mittee of the 
Diamond 
Bar 
Homeowners 
Association, 
which 
voted 
Tuesday to initiate proceed­ 
ings to pull out of the Po­ 
mona district and move into 
the Walnut district. 


Meanwhile the initial emo­ 
tion surrounding the decision 
is now giving way to a cal­ 
m er reassessm ent of the si­ 
tuation. 


The committee has begun 


to plan its strategy to deter­ 
mine just how serious 
the 
residents are in their desire 
to pull out, and the two school 
districts involved are taking 
statistical stock of the situa­ 
tion. 
As in most m atters involv­ 
ing schools these days, money 
may well be the key factor in 
whether redistricting is ever 
accomplished. And even if ev­ 
erything goes smoothly, F. E. 
Britt, chairm an 
of the com­ 
mittee, 
estim ates 
it 
could 
take as long as three years 
b e f o r e redistricting takes 
place. 
Britt is meeting with his 
subcommittee 
chairmen 
to 
prepare a concise but com­ 
plete outline of all the pros 
and cons of both school dis­ 
tricts. This will be posted at 
“ strategic locations” through­ 
out the community, he said, 
for citizens to inspect. 


In early March, Britt ex­ 
pects to receive 
authorized 
petitions from the county — 
both for and against redist­ 
ricting. 
These 
will

circulated 
among registered voters in 
north Diamond Bar, in con­ 
junction with a massive voter 
registration 
drive 
by 
the 
homeowners association. 
It 
would 
take 
signatures 
from only 25 per cent of the 
voters on the pro petition to 
qualify redistricting for con­ 
sideration by the county. But 
homeowners spokesmen 
say 
for the move to be taken se­ 
riously, at least 70 per cent 
would have to sign. 
The leaders are shooting for 
a 90 per cent goal in their 
drive. 
Final polling of 
the group 
assembled at Tuesday’s meet­ 
ing showed 249 favored redist­ 
ricting, with 41 opposed.

Hidden Problems 
In Legalized Pot 


A growing chorus of prestigious voices is calling 
for a change in this country's legal posture toward 
marijuana, 
, 
Dr. Bertram S. Brown, director of the National 
Institute of Mental Health and olficiallv the nation s 
top psvchiatrist, urges that penalties be eased. 
While deploring the spreading use of marijuana 
among the very young, he argues that penalties lot 
possession and use of the drug are “much too sev­ 
ere and much out of keeping with knowledge about 
its harmfulness.” 
We are still several years away from being a )le 
to judge the long-term psychological and physical 
effects of marijuana use, but almost every study 
lias shown that for everything bad that can be said 
about pot, worse things can be said about alcohol. 
John H. Finlator, retired deputy director of t 10 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs, calls the 
prosecution of marijuana users “just as wrong as 
hell.” He says his opinion was muzzled while he 
was with the bureau. 
The 13 member National Commission on Mari­ 
juana and Drug Abuse, appointed by Congress in 
i'170, is expected to recommend that possession ana 
use of marijuana in the home be made legal. The 
panel will make its final report in late March. 
None of these authorities advocates the complete 
legalization of marijuana. Vet if recent history in 
the field of pornography is any guide, it is ditficid 
to see how this can long be avoided once the Ins 
step is taken toward acceptance of marijuana. 
When courts held that a person had a 
con­ 
stitutional right to private possession of pornogra- 
nhic materials, the next logical argument was th a t 
won elections five times but 
this right was meaningless if he did not also have a 
served out only one full term.

Although 
President 
Nixon 
has many things to talk about 
on his visit to Moscow, it be­ 
gins to look like the one cru­ 
cial decision he will be asking 
the communists to make is: 
will they continue to build up 
their missile forces or will an 
agreem ent be reached to lim­ 
it the strategic nuclear arm s 
of both countries? 
It now has become officially 
known here that the Russians 
have about 50 per cent more 
land-based missiles than the 
UnlTed States has and that 
the number of Soviet missile- 
firing submarines will exceed 
the underseas missile fleet of 
the United States by the end 
of 1973. 
Military Risk 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird declared this week that 
not only would it be “ dipl­ 
omatically 
and 
politically 
unacceptable for the United 
States to allow the Soviets to 
achieve a large numerical su­ 
periority in both land-based 
and sea-based strategic mis­ 
siles,” but that there would 
he 
“ an 
increased 
m ilitary 
risk.” 
Under these circumstances, 
President Nixon will certainly 
press for an agreem ent with 
the Soviet Union to limit nucl­ 
ear arm s and, in fact, to cur­ 
tail what have already been 
deployed. This may prove to 
be one of the most difficult 
items on the agenda when 
Mr. Nixon sits down with Pre­ 
m ier Kosygin. 
The big question is whether 
the United States and the So­ 
viet Union are to keep up 
their arm s race or whether 
they are to make a plan for a 
gradual diminution of their 
expenses. If no agreem ent is 
reached, the federal budget 
will have to be substantially 
increased, and It is doubtful 
whether much can be accom­ 
plished then on 
the 
other 
problems that will be 
dis­ 
cussed. The main purpose, in 
other words, of Mr. Nixon’s 
journey to Moscow is to move 
nearer to arm s limitation so 
that an understanding advan­ 
tageous to both countries can 
be realized. 
At present, 
the 
Russians 
show no signs of abating their 
policy of moving into differ­ 
ent parts of the world to 
strengthen their power and 
influence. The United States 
is anxious to promote peace 
and believes that other r a ­ 
tions, 
including Red China, 
are willing to do so. 
If Red China lines Itself up 
with this country, there is 
less likelihood of any nuclear 
war or other m ilitary conflict 
being generated by the Pek­ 
ing government. In fact, Asia 


could become a peaceful con­ 
tinent unless small wars are 
fomented by communist guer­ 
rillas backed by Moscow. 
The long-range outlook for 
peace in the world would be 
very good if the Soviet Union 
and 
Red China would Join 
with the United States in the 
making of pacts that would 
l i m i t 
arm s 
and 
contain 
pledges against any expansion 
of nuclear forces. America Is 
ready to assist in stimulating 
trade with countries in Asia 
and Europe which have not 
had any of these benefits be­ 
fore. There surely could be 
more money diverted to hu­ 
man welfare if the threat of 
war were swept aside. This is 
the greatest problem today, 
and the key to it all is in 
Peking and Moscow, to which 
President Nixon is going with 
the 
intention of trying 
to 
bring about a new eTa of 
peace. 
On the whole, the Nixon 
mission to Peking is not Just 
a negotiation on minor mat­ 
ters or to get certain ques- 
1 1 o n s ironed out between 
m a i n l a n d China and the 
United States. Tt is a bold ef­ 
fort to persuade the Peking 
government to join in a uni­ 
versal attem pt to bring peace 
and turn the minds of peoples 
everywhere to the idea of 
friendship and mutually bene­ 
ficial associations. 
The United States has a po­ 
werful influence with many 
countries on all continents, 
and if the initiative that Mr. 
Nixon takes in Peking is suc­ 
cessful, he can introduce in 
his talks with the ambassa- 
ors of other nations a new spi­ 
rit for the improvement of re­ 
lations with m ainland China. 
Sincerity Needed 
N aturally, the Peking re­ 
gime will have to show its 
sincerity, and this can be done 
by stopping the propaganda 
that has been spread in the 
weeks Rince it was announced 
that mainland China would be 
a member of the United Na­ 
tions and that President Nix­ 
on was going to Peking. The 
impression has been given 
that the hostility of the past 
still remains. Once this wrong 
concept of how the Peking 
government feels is removed 
and President Nixon has es­ 
tablished a better understand­ 
ing with Peking, there will be 
substantial progress toward a 
new 
alignment. 
Mainland 
China will be the friend of the 
United States and possibly Its 
ally. Certainly It will be a 
trading 
partner 
with 
this 
country, and normal relations 
which will benefit both the 
United States and China will 
ensue.

trict a total debt of $8.1 mil­ 
lion — although Walnut would 
also 
gain 
north 
Diamond 
Bar’s $20 million assessed va­ 
luation. 
F o r 
b o n d 
repayment 
alone, 
Walnut district tax­ 
payers would have to spend 
about $2 for each $100 as­ 
sessed valuation, or $150 on a 
home with a market value of 
$30,000. 
Committeemen have figured 
t h a t 
Walnut 
homeowners 
could figure to pay about $44 
a year more in regular school 
t a x e s over their present 
school tax rate, on a $30.000 
home. A Diamond Bar resi­ 
dent owning a comparable 
home 
would 
have to 
pay 
about $68 more after redis- 
tricting, based on a projected 
tax rate of $7.72. 
Walnut’s 
school 
property 
tax rate is now $7.13, and the 
Pomona district’s is $6.81. 
What would they be getting 
for the money? Comparisons 
worked out by the education 
committee are few. 
In 1970-71, Pomona spent an 
average of $753 on each stu­ 
dent, while Walnut spent $803. 
Pomona provides hot lun­ 
ches for students at all le­ 
vels; Walnut has a hot lunch 
program only in the 
high 
school. 
To 
ease 
financial 
diffi­ 
culties, Pomona cut its sec­ 
ondary schools back to five 
periods in 1970. Walnut is fac­ 
ing such woes this fall, and 
trustees have mentioned a 
similar cut. However, year- 
round schools is another al­ 
ternative under consideration 
in Walnut. 
Either way, some second­ 
ary students will be bused, ei­ 


ther to Ganesha in Pomona, 
or to the secondary schools in 
Walnut. 
Pomona Supt. Robert Wentz 
says the greatest variable is 
“ the matter of economics.” 
“ It would be a tough kind 
of situation economically, he 
says. 
“ It’s 
an 
emotional 
thing 
now. 
Hopefully 
that 
emotionalism will subside and 
they will be able to think 
more about what kind of edu­ 
cation they want for their 
kids.” 
He says the district has 
“ tried to cooperate in every 
way we can in terms of facul­ 
ty, staff and programs. As 
long as they’re part of our 
district we’ll continue to coop­ 
erate.” 
The 
Walnut 
district has 
agreed to take overall teach­ 
ers at the north Diamond Bar 
Schools with full tenure.

CUCAMONGA — Directors 
of the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District (CBMWD) are 
expected to take action at 
their March 8 meeting to au­ 
thorize proceedings with plans 
for a sewer system to serve 
Los 
Serranos 
and 
Carbon 
Canyon. 
Officials reviewed the prop­ 
osed assessment district at 
t h e i r Wednesday meeting. 
They were told the protest 
was less than 21 per cent 
of the assessed property in­ 
volved. 
Andrew Schlange, manager, 
noted the district had held a 
public hearing in Los Ser­ 
ranos. The district had 49 oral 
presentations and 30 written 
communications. Some were 
for and some were against 
the proposed system. 
The next step, he said, will 
go into the detailed engineer­ 
ing. There will be another 
public 
hearing 
in 
October 
where the actual individual 
property assessments for the 
project will be discussed. 
The project, estimated to 
cost $3.6 million, is expected 
to begin in December. It will 
take 
about 
one 
year 
to 
complete. 
“ We will have about 800 se­ 
wer connections, both home 
and businesses,” he added. 
The tentative schedule is to 
use the Chino sewer treat­ 
ment plant. 
The cost includes $500,000 
acquisition of acapacity 
the city’s sewer plant; 
$500,000 for the interceptor 
system; and $2.5 million for 
the collector system. 
The CBMWD has applied 
for two government grants to 
help pay the cost. One is 
from the Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency to finance 80 
per cent of the $500,000 inter­ 
ceptor cost. 
The second is for $1 million 
from the Department of Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development 


to pay half the collector sys­ 
tem cost. 
G l e n m e a d e is already 
hooked to a sewer system, he 
explained. 
Homes in Los Serranos and 
Carbon Canyon are now serv­ 
ed by individual cesspools.

But Baird indicated the re­ 
vised version would not be 
ready before then.

T h e r e appeared to be 
agreement that parents could 
benefit from sensitivity train­ 
ing as much as teachers and 
students.

Levy,

sultant, that the Pomona Uni­ 
fied School District apply for 
federal funds to implement 
additional 
awareness

grams, Tynes replied: 


“ Pomona has some of the 
worst credit of any school dis­ 
trict mainly because it repea­ 
tedly has had racially imba­ 
lanced schools and has repea­ 
tedly refused to integrate.” 
Commissioner Kenneth Den­ 
ny and Mrs. Shirley Abrams 
suggested the city take the 
lead in the awareness pro­ 
grams. 
"The city is the people and 
until the people wake up to 
the fact, hey gang, this is our 
problem,” said Denny. 
Levy asked that the com­ 
mission recommend the im­ 
plementation of a prevoca- 
tional curriculum at the jun­ 
ior high school level to give 
students a chance to decide 
what they want to go into. 
T y n e s said the district 
needed a vocational school 
even if it meant the elimina­ 
tion of a high school. 
He questioned the use of 
funds for out-of-state recrui­ 
ting of teachers, contending 
that teachers more familiar 
with needs of students could 


be found locally in the Los 
Angeles area. 
In the uniform application 
of discipline measures, Tynes 
recommended that all admin­ 
istrators 
dealing 
with 
dis­ 
cipline be given recent copies 
of regulations spelling out the 
punishment for each offense, 
such as smoking and cutting 
classes. 
He also asked that the re­ 
port include more detailed in­ 
formation on the district’s fi­ 
nancial plight.

“ Picasso: 
War, 
Peace, 
Love” tackles the 
difficult 
problem of treating the work 
of a living, dynamically mov­ 
ing artist by refusing to sepa­ 
rate the man’s personality 
from his work. The camera 
dwells on Picasso relaxing in 
an inflatable “ bubble” chair, 
follows him around his stuido, 
moves in for a close-up as the 
artist digs a recent painting 
out of a stack of canvases. 
Thematically, the 
Picasso 
film concentrates on the work 
of that period, from the Span­ 
ish Civil War to the present, 
when the artist began to react 
to the disorder and violence 
of war. Even in the postwar 
years, the film shows how the 
vocabulary of Picasso was 
enlarged as he became more 
involved with humanity. Real­ 
izing that there is no one way 
of pictorial representation, he 
explores many different ways 
of rendering 
a 
subject, 
a 
mood or an artistic creation 
from the past. 
The companion film, treat­ 
ing the life and work of Fran­ 
cisco Goya, opens 
with a 
panoramic sweep of the Span­ 
ish countryside which nur­ 
tured Goya’s youth. The land­ 
scape is later peopled by the 
figures of Spanish peasants 
and revelers who are the sub­ 
jects of Goya’s designs for 
the Royal Tapestry Factory. 
It was this fascination with 
the real people of Spain, with 
their character and vitality, 
that set Goya apart from his 
contemporaries who painted 
from 
mythological 
or reli­ 
gious themes. Even in his 
portraits of Spanish nobility, 
executed while he was the 
favored court artist, Goya re­ 
fused to idealize and developed 
a naturalistic style. 


The film works best as it 
traces 
Goya’s 
involvement 
with the social and political 
issues of his times: the cor­ 
ruption of the church in Spain 
and the French Revolution’s 
upheaval of social order are 
reflected in 
the 
increasing 
irony of his art and his mas­ 
tery of sarcasm. 
“ Museum 
Without 
Walls” 
moves on in the next four 
weeks with films on the Im­ 
pressionists, the artistic histo­ 
ry of Crete and Mycenae, ki­ 
netic art, the Cubists and 
Dadaists, among others. For

CAPSULE REV IEW by Charlotte Brewer — “Tommy,” now 
playing at the Aquarius Theater in Hollywood, gives metropolitan 
Los Angeles its first real taste of rock opera. 
And .soon theatergoers should be clamoring for more of this 
bittersweet blend of soap opera, acid rock, traditional opera 
and slick Hollywood production numbers. 
The Aquarius production is the first full professional local 
staging of any rock opera. (“ Jesus Christ Superstar” is the 
other one making me rounds, but it’s only been done in con­ 
cert version so far.) 
It’s a lavish show, imaginatively costumed, creatively staged 
and vibrantly scored. 
The plot’s a bit absurd — a psychosomat;cally deaf, dumb 
and blind boy who becomes pinball champion of England, is 
cured of his handicaps, becomes a superstar-type rock cult 
leader, then loses his following. 
But forget the plot. What you’ll remember are the faces, a 
haunting lot of prostitutes, gypsters, groupies and sadists, 
quite like something out of “ Threepenny Opera.” 
Teddy Neeley, an alumnus of “ Hair,” stars as Tommy. He’s 
fragile, pathetic-looking and does the part beautifully, stumbl­ 
ing about the stage, being subjected at various times to beat­ 
ings, drugs, rape and the idolatry of millions. His rendition of 
“ List’ning to You” is the show’s highlight. 
There are only 24 others in the young cast, doing double 
duty as singers and dancers, performing both tasks admirably. 
Staging is simple — there arc no sets. Instead, slides are 
shown on 29 hexagonal screens located around and above the 
stage to help develop the story and provide backdrops. 
Most is left to the imagination, which is more effective — 
especially the number when the stage becomes a giant pinball 
machine and Tommy the ball. 
A 12-niece orchestra provides the accompaniment with a 
definite electrical sound, including a moog synthesizer. 
The show runs through March 22. When picking seats, don’t 
try for the closest to the stage. In order to take in the total 
effect, it’s better to sit back at least midway.

NEW YORK (U Pl) Pete Rozelle can’t win. 
No matter what he decides.no matter what action he takes 
against Duane Thomas on behalf of the NFL, he has to come 
out a loser. 
There is no way out for him. 
Say he decides to roll up his sleeves and get tough. Say he 
hangs a one-year suspension on Thomas —or even more. That 
would be on top of the five-year probation the Dallas Cowboys’ 
running back was placed on by the court this week for posses­ 
sion of marijuana and some people immediately would say 
Pete Rozelle is a sadist, he has no compassion at all. 
Okay then, say Rozelle goes the other way. Say he decides 
to have some compassion and imposes merely a token fine or 
something like that upon Thomas. He’ll hear from everybody 
again. Only this time they’ll say he looks more like Bowie 
Kuhn. They’ll say he only tapped Thomas on the wrist for 
what he did. 
Some statesmen believe when you don’t know what to do in 
a tough situation its best to do nothing. Pete Rozelle can t 
even do that. He has to do something. 
The importunations have begun already. From all quarters. 
One former University of Texas football star is asking the 
N FL commissioner to ban permanently all players convicted 
of drug use as an example to the nation’s youth. 
R E. “ Peppy” Blount, who played with Bobby Layne at 
Texas, wrote Rozelle before Thomas pleaded guilty. Blount 
specifically mentioned Thomas. 
" . . . When the children of our neighborhood insist on 
painting their helmets a cowboy silver and blue stripe down 
the middle and blue stars on each side and call themselves 
Duane Thomas, the sport has something more than an ordina­ 
ry obligation to such fans of young and tender years,’’ Blount 
wrote Rozelle. 
Nobody in the world can quarrel with that. Even Duane 
Thomas, in the spot he is, could not successfully argue with 
what Blount said. 
There is no question Rozelle must penalize Thomas in some 
manner. But what manner? Ah, there’s the rub. I here s where 
Pete Rozelle earns some more of that $175,000 he’s paid a 
year. 
“ I certainly don’t envy him a bit,’’ one NFL coach told me. 
“ I’m just glad I’m not in his position.” 
It’s a rough one. 
Rozelle didn’t have it nearly as difficult with Paul Hornung 
and Alex Karras, each of whom he suspended one year for 
gambling. In their case they violated one of the N FL’s con­ 
stitutional laws. It was right there in the book. Rozelle has no 
book to go to on this one. 
Despite some of the growing clamor in the nation to legalize 
marijuana, there are still a lot of people against it. Those 
people include me. 1 know smoking pot isn t always harmful 
but that’s like saying you don’t always get killed falling out 
the window. 
I’ve seen what marijuana can lead to. I’ve listened to ex­ 
junkies tell me what smoking marijuana can lead to and none 
of their stories hit you so much as when those who tell them 
furnish personal illustration. 
“ See these!” a iegless exfighter said to me, pointing to a 
pair of stumps handing from his wheelchair. ’Hard drugs did 
this to me. Yeh, hard drugs, but I started on marijuana first. ’ 
Tom Landry, the coach of the Dallas Cowboys, continues to 
remain in Duane Thomas’ corner although he does not believe 
In the use of marijuana. 
“ I think it’s wrong,” he says. “ 1 feel, that with no more 
data than we have on it at this poim, it should still be ban- 


ned.” 
That doesn’t mean Landry is abandoning Thomas. 
“ I think he has potential as a person,” the Cowboys’ coach 
says about his No. 1 runner. “ If 1 didn’t think so I wouldn t 
put up with him or I wouldn’t try to help him as much as 1 
have. Yes, I’ve spoken with him since he was picked up but 
not since his probation. You know, no one can really know how 
a fellow feels with the background that he (Thomas) went 
through as a youngster. All I’m trying to do is help him. As 
long as I see the bright spots I’ll continue to help him.” 
Duane Thomas,with all his troubles, is fortunate to have a 
man like Tom Landry in his corner.

Invesfing 
ASE Listing 
Boosts Viking 


By ROGER SPEAR 


Q -I hold shares of Viking on the National Stock Exchange. 
What are the prospects for appreciation in the next year or 
so?—A.S. 


A—The announcement, early in February, that Viking Gen­ 
eral had applied for ASE listing generated a strong upside 
impetus for the shares. Sales and earnings have demonstrated 
good growth in recent years, with fiscal 1971 setting a record. 
Sales moved up 62 percent year-to-year to $8.7 million, while 
earnings were $1.85 a share, up from $1.35 in fiscal 1970. First 
197?. quarter through November sales more than doubled with 
net not far behind. At the start of the current fiscal year 
ViKing adopted a different accounting policy which reduced 
earnings 4 cents a share in the first quarter 
The company’s principal business is sale of unimproved real 
estate in Florida. Lithography and picture frame operations 
account for less than 10 percent of net and about one-third of 
volume. Three acquisitions for cash and stock have been an­ 
nounced since mid-December. With these acquisitions, Viking 
has broadened and strengthened operations to include commu­ 
nity development. Real estate inventory as of mid-1971 con­ 
sisted of 52,452 acres, with less than 5,000 acres registered as 
improved. Shares, at only lOx J971 earnings, appear to have 
speculative appreciation potential. 


Q—I nut $5,000 initially In IDS Progressive fund In a 20-year 
$100 monthly plan. In 20 years, I hope to withdraw $750 month­ 
ly without touching principal. Is this a sound plan?—T.D. 


A—Your invested capital, approximately $30,000, would have 
to reach $130,000 in order to return (at 7 per cent) $750 month­ 
ly. Because the full amount won’t be invested during the entire 
20 years, I would say your expectations are exaggerated. IDS 
Progressive did very well in 1971, up 47 percent including all 
distributions, but in 1970, its first year in operation, net asset 
value dropped 21 percent. Holdings are primarily speculative, 
with retailers, restaurants, textiles and airlines comprising al­ 
most half their portfolio. Why not spread your risk by invest­ 
ing in a more conservative no-load fund from here on out?

DEAR DR. LAMB — I read 
your column on veneral dis­ 
ease and I have a few ques­ 
tions that weren’t answered. I 
am the mother of two teen­ 
age children 
and questions 
are frequently put to me that 
I feel must be answered. I 
understand that VD is con­ 
tracted from sexual contact 
and caused by bacteria, but 
how does it originate in the 
beginning? Is it the type of 
sexual activity or is it only by 
intercourse with an infected 
partner? Can two people who 
are free of the disease infect 
each other because of their 
personal habits or can it be 
started by having sexual in­ 
tercourse with more than one 
person if none are infected? 


Can it originate on its own 
b e c a u s e of unclean con­ 
ditions? I believe these are 
questions 
that 
your 
young 
inexperienced teen-agers need 
to know. 


Dear Reader — You are ab­ 
solutely right. There is hardly 
any problem that is benefited 
by ignorance. The two most 
common forms of venereal 
disease, 
syphillis 
and 
go­ 
norrhea, are usually trans­ 
mitted from an infected per­ 
son to a noninfected person. 
In other words, you can’t get 
venereal disease from sexual 
intercourse unless one of the 
partners already has the dis­ 
ease. 
While 
cleanliness 
is 
desirable, unless venereal dis­ 
ease is present .there is no 


way that sexual intercourse 
by itself will cause it. 


Gonnorrhea is spread by sex­ 
ual 
intercourse, Syphillis is 
almost 
always spread 
that 
way too. However, I must add 
that the germ that causes sy­ 
philis can survive for a short 
period of time in moisture 
outside 
the 
human 
body. 
Thus, it is possible to trans­ 
mit syphilis if the germ is in 
a drop of fluid from utensils 
or by an contact with an in­ 
fected person who transm its 
infected moist droplets from 
one person to another. Ob­ 
viously, what is commonly re­ 
ferred to as "French kissing” 
is one way. 


A person may be physically 
clean and still have venereal 
disease. The female is par­ 
ticularly likely to have 
no 
symptoms at 
all from dis­ 
ease. The male usually has 
symptoms, 
usually 
a 
dis­ 
charge. 
And it should be empha­ 
sized that some studies show 
that a girl on birth control 
pills has a greater chance of 
being infected if she is ex-
